In the event of such termination by 
the Company It shall be liable to repay on 
demand a rateable proportion of the 
contribution for trie un-expired term from 
■the date of the cancellation. 
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Where such termination is by the eoliCYholder 
all medical identification cards must be 
returned to the Company and the refund of 
Contribution per each Assured Person shall be 
calculated on a short period rate basis as 
hereunder, but no refund will be due to the 
Policyholder in respect of any Assured Person 
who at the time of such termination has made 
any claim under this Policy or is known to 
have incurred Eligible Expenses for which a 
claim will be made. 

Furthermore, any refund due shall not be 
given until after a period of 90 days has 
elapsed from the termination date.
